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PREFACE 

The  following  list  of  publications  on  cattle,  sheep  and  goat  pro- 
duction in  the  range  country  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Animal 
Husbandry  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  the  Division  of 
Farm  Management  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics ,  which  felt  the 
need  of  such  a  list  for  distribution  particularly  to  the  county  agents 
in  the  western  states.     The  aim  has  been  to  include  all  publications  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  agricultural  colleges,  experi- 
ment stations  and  departments  of  agriculture  of  the  seventeen  range  states 
which  would  be  useful  in  connection  with  the  range  industry'-.    With  two 
exceptions,  publications  from  other  sources  have  not  been  included.  Publi- 
cations previous  to  1900  have  been  omAtted  except  in  the  case  of  a  few 
notable  contributions  rih.ich  have  not  been  superseded  by  later  bulletins. 
Articles  in  annual  reports  of  the  U.  S.  Departr>ont  of  Agriculture,  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  the  state  stations  have  not  been  included 
unless  issued  also  in  separate  form.
